The governor of Yuanshika feared 
lor the town and sent to the warshiiw for 
forces. 

Gen. Yunnshifcana, commanding tho 
best forelKB-drilled troops in China, has 
notified the GcniMtn governor of Kiao 
Chou thathc will not permit the Gcrnian 
proposed expedition to Wciseii to rescui' 
Uhalfoutant nnd the Misses Powden and 
Ilnwes, the United States missioniirios 
in the hands of the Boxers. The mis- 
sionaries at Pao Ting Fu wore reported 
to be safe on .June 2~). 

A correspondent in Shimt'hai liMirns 
from ofllcial sources that the Cliinese are 
laying tori»cdocs betwe<ni Shanghai and 
the Kiaag Nan nrseunl. 

Agents of the Boxers are busy in 
Shanghai provoking hatred of foreiitners. 
Nothing has been heard from the column 
which relieved Admiral Seymour five 
days ago nnd tlien proceeded towards 
Pekin, but as it lakes at least two days 
to communicate between Tien Tsin nnd 
Chee Foo, there is nothing extraordinary 
ill this. 'I'lie troojis are going forward 
from '.raku to Tien Tsin daily. 

Ivondon, July 2.— (12:45 a. m.)— A de- 
spatch from Admiral Bruce to the Ad- 
miralty, sent via Chee Foo under date of 
June 30, says: 

"The conduct of Commander Slewart 
of tiie .Vlgerin^ nnd now cotnmander oC 
till' Taku fort., .v'tts magnificent, and 
eliciteil the admiratio'n of the alliwl ships, 
'l lie river route to Tien Tsin, 51 miles 
from Takn, is now open.

The compauy 
took the crew lists, checked oil those 
members w-ho are in hospitals or reported 
safe aud believes the others to be lost.

A Korean Says That he Was 
limUating Jesus of 
Galilee. ' .'' 



.■V few days ago news was given in 
these columns of the trouble between 
Japan and Korea beciiusc of the horrible 
execution of two Korean political prison- 
ers .Vii and Kwon Yung-chin by the latter 
country who had relumed on a promise 
given to their protectors — the .lapanese 
governnient— that tliey would not be 
harmed. Details have been published of 
how they wore cruelly done to death, 
and of Japan's detuauds becat ,c of the 
-.'.';L-eutinn. 

In ,\cslenla.v's ni.-iil was received 
coiiicM of tlie North t.'bina Daily News, a 
correspondent oC which sends to - that 
journal a description of a remarktible 
iiiectinj,' and conversation wliicli he had 
with the late Kwon '^'uiig-chin, one of 
tile prisoners tortured to ileiith liy the 
Korean government at Fiisan. on the 
laltei-'s iirrival there to give hiniself up. 
The iles<Tipl inn throws a new ami sur- 
prising light on the tragedy surruundiiig 
Kwon's fate. 

•• In tin,' port of Fusan," writes. the cor- 
lesiioiulent, whose letter is uudated, " 1 
changed steamers, taking one for Clie- 
nitilpo. Tlierc were in tlie saloon two 
lirst-ehiss .lapanese ptisseiigcrs. AVe left 
at 1 o'clock, and at ti met round a table, 
fur.r of us in ail, tlie skipper included, tu 
share our rice with chop-sticks. Tho 
captain spoke a little Korean, and with 
him I conversed, but the other two pas- 
sengers were silent. One was dre.-iseti 
as a foreigner, the other iu silken 
kimono and .lapanese slippers, seeiiietl a 
relineil and modest .^cntleuian, witll iil- 
telligc'iit expressiiiii staiiipeil on a face 
raliier liadly scaneil liy smallpox. Next 
morning, as 1 sat iu the saloon looking 
over some views that happetied to be 
tiier(>, tliis gentleman in silk glided in 
and sat opposite me. ' lOviileiitly tong- 
sin (.von) htive been many years in our 
coiiiiti-y,' said he. 1 looked up with a 
start, for the accent was loo truly 
Korean to ever ciiiiie from a .lapanese. 
' I thought you had come from tht> Itising 
sun.' 1 said, •but it is evidently Morning 
Calm instead, is it not'.'' 'I am n Kor- 
ean.' was the answer, 'and we'vi met 
lioforo, if 1 niislako not, in I'rmce 
Fiawha's rooms in Tokyo fimr years 
ago," tiiid then I recalled the f/ice and 
iianie. Kwoa Yung-cdiiu. lie liad lieeil 
,111 exile live years, hud been braiuled as 
i.TiC of the wiekeilest and most iullncntial 
of all the rebels, bad formerly been 
police coiiuiiissii)ner of tlie ('apital, ami 
iiad gone to .Itipiiu in .lamiary, ISDIi, just 
before the fall of the Kim llongcliip 
ministry. 

" Iu surprise I asked, ' Wliero are you 
going';' ' Hack witli a uiessnge to my 
ciiuntry!' was tlie answer. 'They'll take 
no message from .\ imt your head.' 
'That's what I mean to offer,' was bis 
answer. ' I am going back to give my- 
self lip. 'I'hey regard nie as guilty of 
death, and will undoubtedly behead ino, 
but through iny death thero is a plan to 
save my country.' 

" I left the subject nnd called tip other 
tilings, in order to Iind if tin.' man was 
mad, but a more sane, intelligent gentle- 
man in these respects yon iniglit travel 
far to see. 

" He 'vas [insteil on the snlijects of the 
da.v, spoke of the cancer whicli had oaten 
the vitals of the 'i'rtiiisvaal, and of how 
one sidlisli Kruger ijad ruined a wdiole 
country. lie touched on points of liis- 
tory hero and there, calling attention to 
Westerners such • as Nelson, who hail 
given his life for liis coiiiitr.v. 'All this 
goes on,' he said, ' while we in the East 
sit in sehish contentment and see oiir 
countries die. 'J'lu'se .venrs that 1 have 
been in .Taiian have been years of pleiit.v. 
I hav(> iiian.v fi'ieiiib:, but while I live 
Chosen iKoreal ilies. It was not so 
with Sliakaniuni: he left his palace ami 
heciuue a poor man. Jesus of fialilee 
ideeted to ilic o,. tlie cross for the sins of 
the world, Thcsi" were acts of llic gods, 
but we men too have little ways in whicli 
wo can inutate. jMy people look upon 
the ruling classes as altogether sellish. 
To die for one's oouutry tliey never 
heard of, and to see snch a tiling will 
cause even tlie dullest to think, and it Is 
to wake in.v coutitryuien thnt I die.' 
' Surely you will not die! loot's meet 
again in peace; Cod will watch over 
>-ou.' ' If T live we meet. When you 
pra.v. remember mo,' was the request. 

"Tho steamer anchored at Clieiiinl]io, 
A telegram was sent to jiolicp heaihinar- 
tcrs: 'I am here, Kwon Yung-cbiii; 
.vou may arrest mo; my life is yours.' 
Ho was at once arrested and hurried up 
to the capital, whore ho now lies in bis 
noisome prison, awaiting smilence. lie 
said to ine, last of all: ' Others are going 
to follow.' AVe certainly hrfvo fallen 
upon odd days in the history of Korea."

Kroonstad, .May 14.— Well, you can eco 
tliat wo Canadians, while not yet in Pre- 
toria, are boring our way up in that di- 
rection. We are tho active antcnuao of 
u vast iiisect, the body of which has been 
moving liloiit' the roads which run pariUI- 
ol 10 tho railway, with legs thrown out 
on either side ten or flfteon miles. Gen. 
Hut ton's brigade of mounted infantry, 
of which A, B, C. and 1) Siiuadrons of 
tile Canadian .Mounted Rillos are import- 
ant coiiipoiieiit partti, are, as I have said, 
tlie feeli'i-s of thiri horned, armor-clad, 
myriad-footed beetle, which has bored its 
way through the I'reo State, and for 
the second time has occupied a capital 
ai.d .sen the ce.'t-taUs of a Ujeiug ruler 
disaiipear round the kopje in the oUlng. 
One of the lifteen-mile legs of the mili- 
pede is tho Royal Canadian Iteginient of! 
Infantry. whi(-h bellied to scout the 
country from Tliaba N'Chu northward, 
and has now come in and gone into 
camp with us. (Jen. Fronch'« redoubt- 
able ten thousand was another of thotse 
lastern legs wh.cli came in and circled 
round the Hank of Kroonstad. But our 
husineiis is with Llie tentacles and body 
of the beast. The plan of campaign iu 
its main features can be described in a 
v.ry few words. The chief diUiculty, of 
course, was to food the monster as he 
Wj'iit along. Our Boer friends in ro- 
tiring nortliward took care to blow up 
every bridge on the railway, and even in 
places to blow up the rails. Our on- 
Sincm had to laboriously follow them 
and attempt to menil those gaps, and 
what they accomplislied in this respect 
will bo one of tho most striking stories 
of the way. It ie easy to hang a few- 
cases of dynamite against the piers of u. 
bridge and blow into ruins work that 
liad taken many months of labor to put 
there. Seeing one of these ruined struo- 
turos trembling over gorges, tho siK'cta- 
tor was inclined to say: "Well, that 
puts that road out of husiuosu for sonio 
time." It is remarkable, however, tlie 
way in which Col. GSrouard and hi.s 
corps of engineers overcame the various 
d.lllciiliies. AVhere the pieiB were not 
too effectively destroyed tlicy were tern 
purarily reconstructed with sleeper: 
(the sleepers in tbirt woodlcfis country are 
iron), laid i-riss-cross on each other. In 
where the pii rs Wi re too eomplotoly di.'S- 
iroyod to iierniit of this, skilful devia- 
lioiis were made down into the bed of tho 
streams, which are almost dry the great- 
er part of the year. 

Tho main body pushed up the railway, 
ac(.'onipanied by an cnornioiis ci>nvoy, 
which plieil back and fore to v,-hatever 
point was at the monieiit thi! northern 
teiininns. The length of this convay was 
siniidy aiiinziag. One could leave mile.'- 
it in the ivar, make an ordinai-y day's' 
journey through it, and still apparently! 
iuivo miles of it ahead. It was a more 
amazing spectacle oven tlian the legions 
of mounted and (lisniounted nicn who 
ewartni.'d over tli(! veldt. 

'A few miles in front of tlie main bod" 
were the anic'iiiiae — (icncral ilutton's 
brigade. Their role- was to feel Uio way, 
to I'Xinore kopjes, search the beds ami 
bnuks of streams, pierce th..' unfriendly 
honoagos (for the iiisignilicant tree 
growtlis of thi.s land Ciin scarcely bi? 
called woods, and generally tind out if 
there was a safe path for the advance 
of tlm main bodyi ThtJ instructions to 
the advance were when finding the enemy 
to retire - and wait the adv£nt of the 
main .bo«3y. • "When that ofrlved the-an- 
tcnhae mafle a -^vide circle to right or left 
and began threatening the flanks of the 
eni'my. Our experience . was that as 
soon as this was done the foe bocamo 
norvons and fled with some precipitation. 

The result is that wo have been driv- 
ing him before us for a hundred miles, 
mtniely, from Brandfort to Kroonstad. 
\Vc have had tho spectacle of bridges 
and fulvorts being blown \\p full in our 
view three or four miles away by the 
retreating burghers. As we advanced wo 
were told by prisoners that a great stand 
wtta to bo niadc- at thie, that or the other

Between Zand rivor and 
Kroonstad there was hut one more of 
these liascoes, namely, at Roschrand, a 
magniticent position, for defence, ■\vhero 
they had half-heartedly dug a few 
trenches. At the tOWU itself President 
Steyii (iu oUlcial documents it ie spelled 
Steijn, and is pronounced Stain) had do- 
termmed that tho burghers should put 
up a light, but he could not persuade them 
even wilu bloiws to stay in the great drift 
by which the river Is crossed to gain suc- 
cess to tho town from the south. AVe 
are credibly informed that ho i?tood in 
the drift driving Llie burghers back to 
their duly with a t;janibok (a short whip). 
One old burgher whom ho struck over 
the lio;id with tho igiioininluns -weapon 
throw oil hits coat luid challenged tho 
I'rosideut to liglil, and told bim that ho 
was the man w-ho had ruined bis coun- 
try.

DOMINION DAY. 

Thirty-tlirco years have passed— prac- 
tically ti third ol' a coutiiry— since tlir 
Doniinio.'i at Canada caiiio into existonct 
us a political, entity. Most of those who 
took part in laying the fottudation of 
tliu yoiiii^ uiitiDU have passed off the 
.stage. A generation lias grown tip, 
Avhich knows nothing by expiTicuce, and 
Utile liy report, of llic stniggU'S preced- 
ing .Tub" 1, ISGT. 'J'o must of the voters 
ot to-day the old issues are not even a 
memory. Those who are able to recall 
the events of the years" preceding the 
Union -will bear us out in saying that, 
while the' liistory oC the Doniiuiou has 
been vastly differeut to what anyone thou 
imagined, the position which Canada to- 
day occupies as a strong ally of the 
Motlier Laud is quite in keeping with 
what was foretold by the brilliant 
writers and speakers of those days. 

In some respects the progress of the 
country has not been as groat us was 
anticipated. There has not been such 
au iucreaso of population as was looked 
for. U'lie advocates of the scheme of 
Confedcrntiou, which contomplateil the 
union of what were then Upper and 
Lower Canada, New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia, Prince Edward Island and New- 
foundland, took no thought of the vast 
and then almost unknown region lying 
between the Groat Lakes and tlie Pacilic 
Ocean. Tliey expectcxl- tliat union would 
give a new prestige to the provinces and 
would attract population, and an iin- 
I)olus would be commuiucatcd to business 
M-hioh would bring prosperity. In 18C5, 
two years before the consummation of 
tlie coufederiition scheme, tlie Itecipro- 
city 'i'reaty with the United .States Imd 
expired, and tlie people of that country 
were so incensed against British North 
America for its real or imaginary sympa- 
thy with the cause of Secession, tliat 
they positively declined to renew the 
treaty on any terms whatever. The ex- 
pansion of trade under this treaty hail 
been very great. No other act of policy 
has ever led to such a proportionate ad- 
vance in the foreign commerce of Can- 
ada. In passing, it may bo mentioned 
that the negotiation of the treaty in the 
first place was due to a desire on the 
part of the Home government to allay 
the discontent existing in British North 
America in consequence of the repeal of 
the Trade and Navigation Act. So also 
the iiriine inspiration among tlio i)eoi)le 
in favor of a union of the provinces was 
!i commercial one. Some of the politi- 
cians had other motives, and so also hud 
the Homo government. To them the 
(liscnnl hctwien tlie Iwn f'linadas was an 
incrnrn-i' to unite tbciii to the otliei- 
provinces, in the hope that friction might 
be avoided. Some of the orators of tliose 
days used to tell nhout what a great 
thing it would bo to unite all the prov- 
inces for the pntposi' of l.eiag able on 
oceasion to liglit the b:Utk'S of the 
Queen. Wi> remember one writi>r who 
said that the aceomplished confederation 
was only the beginning of a greater 
union which would embrace the Mother 
Countr.'- and all the colonies; and .Tosepli 
Howe, ."^ome years before tlie movement 
took shajie. pictured in his eloquent Inn- 
piiage the great futiire before a United 
Empire. But we repeat that the com- 
mercial motive was what carried thi> 
day; At the same' time there was pros- 
cut a strong feeling that the union was 
the wis'.i of Tier Majesty's government, 
and that to oppose it meaiit to display 
questionable loyalty. , 

It may be frankly admitted that the

first results of Conlederation were dis- 
appointing. Nova Scotia came into the 
uaioa with a bad grace, because Dr. 
I'upper, now Sir Charles, declined to per- 
mit the people to vote upon it. Prince 
Edward Island declined at that time to 
accept the sclioiue, and Nowfoundland 
belli aloof altogether. New Brunswick 
declared first against it and afterwards 
for it, butvwa? disappointed because;_the 
only resnVt seemed to be that Moiitireal 
niorchants took trade away from her 
ov.'n wholesale houses. , A decline of the 
value of shipping setting in, both the 
Maritime Provinces suffered severely, 
and there was' a general disposition to 
ottributo the depression to Confedera- 
tion. Ontario and Quebec wore satisfied 
because they had got rid Of a political 
(lilliiMilty, hut there was no acceleration 
ill the rate of progress, industrially or 
oomincroially< at all equal to what was 
niiticipatcd", ■ Meanwhile the exodus of 
Iho youth of tlio country continued un- 
abated, and there was a good deal of 
doubt if the Union was not a colossal 
mistake. 

The political genius of Sir John 'Mac- 
donald was con-spicuons in nothing so 
iiuich as in his giving 11 new trend lo 
popular thought. lie has often been dit- 
cribed a.s the Kounder of Canada; liut be 
is not entitled in any et^peeial degnu- to 
be SO ranked. George Urowu shai-eil the 
honors with him as far as Ontarii) wan 
concerned. Sir Etienne Tache and 
George Etieniie Cartier led pulilic ojiiiiiDU 
in Quebec. In Nova Scotia only the un- 
Qinching detcrmiuation of Dr. Tuppor 
brought that province bito line; while in 
New BruuswicU. I'eter Mitchell and Sam- 
uel Leonard Tilley divided between the 
credit of carrying the project to a suc- 
cessful issue heforo the voters. But to 
Sir John Macdonald may freely bo given 
the fullest honor for eoneeiviug and car- 
rying out the statesmanlike idea of add- 
ing the Great Northwest and British Co- 
lumbia to Canada and uniting them to- 
gether with a r.iilway. It th; Dominion 
had not been committed to thw policy, 
there is some doubt if the union of the 
provinces would have been continued. 

■We shall not enter upon the dehateable 
groimd of the tarlfl and its inllueiice iiiv 
ou the iirognvs of the country. Neither 
shall we discusK the terms upon wliieh 
the I'aeilic Railway was obtained. The.-e 
are details, and when one is taUing a 
comprehensive view of history it is as 
well to -close one'e eyes to details. In 
politics, and indeed wo may say in states- 
iiuinship, what is expedient is bust in 
many important crises. 

Thirty-three years of union have pass- 
ed, and it may be truthfully eaid that tlie 
people have only juat succeeded in realiz- 
ing what the Dominion of Canada really 
is. W'l': know now that it possivses all 
the elements nec&ssary for a great nation, 
"Wo now know that it is not simply a 
fringe uiwn the northern border of the 
United States, but n vast land, worthy of 
being called "the Greater Half of the 
Contuient."

With such a country, and 
witli such a people, surely there in no 
cause to be doubtful of tlie future. There 
seems lo be reason to believe that the 
next year may witness the admission into 
union with iia of the ancient colony of 
Nowfoundland. Our fellow colonists 
the West Indicti detsire closer cuunectiou 
witii us. We are reaching out our hands 
across the Pacific to brother colonists on 
the other side of the world. We are gird- 
ing our loins for a great movement u|)oii 
the hoary ci\ilization of Uie Orient. 
Looking back over the thirty-three years 
of imloD, while there are many things to 
regret and much that we may wish to for- 
got, there is notwithstanding Bulllcieiil 
ground for a lively hope for the future. 
New burdeuH have been east upon us as 
a p.'irt of the Hritish Eniidre, but we may 
thank God and take courage as we go 
forward to fulflil our destiny.

Mcluncs, whose oillcial c<hi- 
(luct has been subversive of the princi- 
ples of responsible govenimeiit; the 
Bight Hon. the I'reniier sulmiits that, 
therefore, Mr. Mclunes' usefulness as 
li(!Utenant-govemor is gone, and he 
recommends that Mr. Mclnnes bo re- 
moved from til ? Kiiiil office, niid that the 
cause to be assigned for such removal 
under iiie provisions of section TiO of tlio 
British North America Act shall be mat- 
tors sot forth in this present."

SERVING FaUITS AT. TABLE. 

How They Make the Strongest Appeal 
to the Eye and to the Palate. 

Straiwberrlcs may be served with or 
without the hulls. ' If they are bulled 
they miwt be handled lightly, and the 
iiulls taken oCC just before serving time. 
When served with the hulls on straTTber* 
ries lihould be neatly arranged around 
the edge of individual plates with a little 
PDWilered sugar ill tile centre of each 
plate. When eating take them by the 
sieiiis, (lip into the sugar, and eat tliem 
fro:ii tile hulls. 

Uaspberries and blackberries do not, 
as a rule, require washing. They must 
lie hajidled carefully in looking them ov- 
er; being soft they are easily bruined. 
Arraiigo the rasiiberries on a flat glass 
dish, sort (it lubsiug them up into a iiyra- 
niid. One ina.v sprinkle over a isniall 
amount of currant juice and serve tlioni 
with powdered sugar.

Cherries are pai.i table raw, hat without 
doubt tho are more digestible when 
cooked. 

Peaches are more attractive when 
son-cd iu theu: own skins. Serve just at 
the right temperature, not warm but 
still mat overchillcd. This mnkot^ all 
fruits sour. 

Grapes aro daintier served in a flat, 
open basket, decorated with their own 
foliage. 

Watermelons and cantaloupis are al- 
ways best served simply chilled— not enld 
eii.mgh to he unpalatable and tasteless, 
but with no tinge of warmth. — Jidy 
I>adies' Home Journal.

Next the Cliicagoes loom up, 
the leaders of tlio second division. Hard 
hick and accidents seoni to keep them 
low on the list. The sixth club in line 
are the Cincinnatis. Tliis club has, 
strange to say, occupied every possible 
position in the race this season, from first 
to last. It is made up ot inexperienced 
youngst.in's drawn from the minor 
leagues. 'I'lie two most promising of 
Jhise, (h-awfiinl ;ind liiirrett, are from 
Canailian clubs of last year— Crawfoi d 
from Loiidou, Out., and liarndt from 
Chatham. The chances of this team in 
flic race arc best oxp.essed by the words 
of tli(> manager of this team, after a re- 
cent lire ilestroying the granil-staiiils and 
I'lnb-bouses, when he said: "We are now 
hoiisoless. homeless and useless." The 
imicli-touteil sure winners, the St. Louis 
club, is seventh. This dub was sup- 
posedly gretitly strengthened by the 
si i vires of the great Mcliraw, from l?al- 
timore. wlm, with partner Itobinson — 
will, is also now in St. Ivouis — were cred- 
ited witli making such a wonderful 
record last year with the lialtiniore club, 
in fact;, tliey received the entire credit 
for the club's gooil staniliiig. 'i'hese 
men are both consiilereii woiiderful base- 
ball generals, tinil will no doubt bring 
the St. Louis chill through to tlie toji of 
tlie hunch. Poor criiiiileil New York 
comes last. Boss h'roednian seems to 
care less tlian iinyime else as to the 
stnndiug of his own eluh. He is without 
fl iloulit a detriment to the big league — 
obstinate to a degree and childish in his 
actions, BO far ns baseball matters go. 
Ho seems quite contented with the sniiill 
patronage the club receives, when he 
enuld increase the attendance tenfold by 
having n good winning team, which he 
could easily secure by a judicious ex- 
pendituro of money tor gooil material. 
However, it is his own team, and he, 
lieing a wealthy man, can do ns he likes, 
lint it liurts the game and displeases the 
patrons, who, after all, nre the judges. 

.\t present tliero are but 12 games 
difference between the first and last 
rbibs, and thetv will be iniuiy changes in 
tlie standing, before the end of the sea- 
siHi.

Above 12,000 mlsslonarlos, of whom Ci.ilOO 
are women, are at worl;, as against only 
BOO men when the century began. 

In every quarter of the globe, India, 
China, Africa, Sonth America, and Siberia, 
without nolso, these men of peace carry on 
their work with hardly the slightest recog- 
nition from those at home. 

A missionary's life Is often full of danger 
and that some hnTO willingly given their 
Uvea for the cause lias been made abun- 
dantly evident lu Cliliia In tlie last few 
days. Many of them came on furlough to 
liondon for the May meetings, and serernl 
of them hnd stories of remarkable adven- 
ture to tell. 

Mr. Stapieton, of the Baptist Missionary 
Society, went ont to the Coni,'" In 18S1) and 
commenced work at Mosenibl. The place 
Is some 7<X) miles from the coast. The 
natives of the district were tlie cannibal 
Bangoln. Mr. Stapieton qnlckly reduced 
the then unknown language to wrltln?, 
built schools, and generally founded n well 
equipped missloa station. Uls life bns 
been full of adventures, and thus he tells 
the story of a cannibal feast:

Tile Kev. J, Brown was appointed by the 
^\■esleyau Conference of 18(M as missionary 
to the North Ceylon dlntrict, and he labor- 
ed for sixteen years in the stations St Trin- 
cdmali, Batttcaloa, and Jaffna. Seventeen 
years ago be was transferred to Calcutta 
as the chairman of the Bengal mission. 

The story 3Ir. Brown delights in telling 
Is that of a boat accident, during his Cey- 
lon days, when he found himself in the 
water In company with numberless alliga- 
tors. 

During my travels In Ceylon, began -Mr. 
Ilrowii, "I one day found myself on a 
lagoon on the east const of the Island, not 
far from I'.attlcaloa, the cbli?f town of tlie 
Kastern Province. Tlie lagoon Is some liO 
miles long, anil beside It are dotted the 
mission stations which I was visiting. 

"With two native men I was travelling 
on one of the dugout, with outriggers, 
which are peculiar to the district. All went 
well until one of the natives slipped his 
paddle and overbalanced the boat, which 
liiiinrdlatel.v sank.

The cnnfllct nnly iasle.l a 
few seconds, when the bushiuen took to 
their heels and fled. 

"Delighted with such nn easy victory the 
villagers followed tbe enemy Into their own 
district, cutting down their plantains and 
bananas and looting their huts on the 
way. 

"For several hours nothing was beard of 
the wiirriors, but about Ave o'clock In the 
evening the victors returned with bollalngs 
and slioilts, Intoxicated with their success. 
In procopsion the warriors passed my hat, 
every man laden cither wltli a goat, a 
basli-et of foivls, or some other spoil.

■warriors repaired; fires were lit. aad the 
mutilated remains of the slain were cook- 
ed and eaten. 'I'liis was my Ibst and oiilr 
experliMii'c of a cannibal feas'. Horror- 
stricken with tlie revolting sight we won- 
dered when our turn was to come." 

Tlio life of the Rev. Ggerton K. Yomig 
has been full of thrilling incidents. 'For 
hours he can entertain one with yarns, 
escapades and dangers undergone in that 
great romantic lone land of the North 
American Indians. Tbe great storms he 
describes are around yon and upon you. 
Ton sec the snow lly and hear the' wlml 
-shriek. The tandem dog teams, tbe guide 
nmning on before, the sledges skimming 
over the frozen l{^kcs, the dark figures 
gathered around tbo camp flro struggling 
against the storm, and the bed In tbe snow, 
are nil llvllng realities. 

It was In 18C8 that Mr. 'i'oung and his 
wife first struck the prnlrlo trail, and tra- 
velled liundrods of miles that they might 
reach the wigwam haunts of the Red 
Indians. 

During the first ten vcxrs of his life Ihe 
missionary, author, canoeist, and dog train 
traveller lived nmnng tbe tb-ees .and the 
SaaitauN, llsbfng and bunting for bis food. 

Among ntlier escapes from death, ^^r. 
1"oung has often been under the rl.d; of 
losing Ills life by dr(,iwnlug. 

"One such escape." be said to our repre- 
sentative, "stands out very vividly before 
nie.

tho tribe 'Wagogo on one Side and the 
Wahehe on tho other. The first were the 
great cattle raiders, and the second n sort 
of brigands, accustomed to ambnsh tlie 
^tasal and bold them up to heavy raosoni. 
It can easily be Imagined that under these 
conditions Mpwapwa was in a continued 
state of worfare. 

Matters came to a crisis when tho 
Wagngo.s, in large numbers, come down 
near to the mission house on a cattle raid- 
ing expedition. 

'I'll use Mr. Cole's own words, this is 
what happened: "T said to my workers, 
sbould we not try to stop this rold, or we 
shall have all our cattle and sheep taken. 
After a great deal of persuasion, I managed 
to get twelve men who wer" not nfrnid 
to follow the raiders. 

"There w.as a plain of about a mile aiTil 
a half between the mission bouse and tho 
forest. This we had to run across, for if 
till- \\'a;,-ngo once reached the forest It was 
almost folly to pursue tlii'in further.' \\{' 
failed, however, to Intercept them. They 
escaped, and plunged Into the dark and 
apparently Impenetrable forest, taking with 
tbeiu our live stoci;. 

'My men demurred lo cnlerlng. 
"Tio'V s.aid Ihe IV.agogo would He In 
fimbusb. most certainly cnteh us lo a 
trap, and siiear tbe whole party to death. 
■With great trouble I persuaded my unoi 
to follow Itie robbers. IVe dived Into the 
thirl; unlb■rgro^^'tb of the forest. Dy the 
broljiui twigs we traced the miscreants. 
AVIth torn coats and hats, and trousers In 
shreils, we struggled nn half ii mile Into the 
pntliless entanglement of plant trees, twin- 
ing ereepers. and thick thorn bushes. 

".Vt Inst we came across the men. 'We 
found tliem chatting and quarreling over 
the pn'oU. 

"After watching' the Wagogo for some 
tlnin we ppnt up a mighty shout. 

"Tho raiders -yrcre nwestru'-k. Never 
bnfnrp had they been followed Into the 
forests. 

Thfey. evWentl,v took u«i for ghosts, fnr 
thev fled Igbomlnlously, leaving our cattle 
behind."

You can imagine Mr. E. P. Knight gagged 
for ten days to suit the whim of a ceuiiuoti- 
plneo man in gilt button.s— and snubbed In 
tho bartraln— then you can see to what a 
depth censorship had fallen In the lirltlsh 
army before Lord Roberts took Buprcnic 
command. 

There Is no abler or braver man or more 
experienced writer among the iiur.dy tech- 
nical correspondents than the author of 
"Where Three Empires Meet." He Is as 
groat In bis line as any general under the 
Held marshal, and greater than most, for 
be bad been In the glare of the searcli- 
llghl of public serutlnlty during thirteen 
wars, and no flaw has been found In him. 
To lilin Lord Mi-thuen said: 'T am proud 
lo have yon wdlli my army." For tbe aver- 
age army nfllcer to pass Judgment no what 
-Mr. Knight scads lioine Is gro; I'sqiu'l.N 
rldlculiius; and If .such an ofjcer nc-allrsslv 
baniiua-s .■\l r. Kiilglit In his work. It Is an 
liuiiuilent and brutal misuse of power. The 
day on which iiitelllg.nee and talenl oan 
wllh safely bi' persei iiti'd by niedlni-ril v In 
nnlfiinii bus pa.^seii. We are li-btliig to 
teacb tbe liners that same truth In aiinth.-r 
form; that swelling lgiinr;iuce shall not 
block I'le paili iif progress. 

It was at Do Aar that our llrst consor 
lici-tnreil and snubbed us until 1, for nne, 
began to Imagine It linpoli.ss to attcnipt 
to do my duty to niy ni'wsiiapcr anil the 
public. It was nt Do .\Hr that a cnrres- 
pondent was encouragnl to write iles- 
pntehes In order that a censor might 
amuse himscir by tossing them Into bis 
waste paper basket every day for a fort- 
night without ever warning the writer of 
their fate. Ot was thcro that when I asked 
this censor if there wau any news wbiidi 
ho would pass he said: "Yes, you may 
describe this sandstorm. Tho people at 
home will like to read about it." And 
when Mr. Knight, who bad been unable 
to send oflf a single line of the news that 
was transplro<l around us for ten days, 
asked the same question, he was told: "You 
may describe tint new Union Jack that 
General 'Wood has hoisted." 

You will get tills outrage In hotter pers- 
pective when you know that, accnrding 
to the text bonks of the army, a censor's 
duty is to advise and assist the war c ir- 
resiiondents— not to bait them as men used 
to bait bears. 

It was at De .\ar that Mr. Klunenr's 
report of the story of a nniner from Klm- 
berley was destniyed by tbe censor because 
be did not bellevo it, tlinugb It did not 
criticize or botray our mllltnry mo\-cnieats 
— the only ground upon which a message 
can be Justly refused under military rul- 
ings. And wdii'ii I liap.ieucil niong with 
a ii.:rsonal, |)rlvale wire In the Dally Mall 
representative In Capetown, the censor, 
mistaking me for a doormat on wblcb he 
could wipe the loiitenipt be felt for a 
Jonniallst, said: "Here, havou't I ti ld you 
this rubbish cannot go'.'" To lilm I ri'Iilied 
with a confession of enforced Iillen-.ss 
whlc!. carried his uticr condemnatinn with 
It, "N'o. I'm banged If yon have. You 
never saw my handivrlting before." 

It was at Orange niver that a censor 
kejit for twenty-four hours an unsealed 
letter \yrllten to the little general In eom- 
nianil of my camp at linnie. (lb; bow I 
boll wben I think of that linmllla t loa : I 
ivas new to your army, anil took for grnnt- 
Lil the useiessness of resisting whatever 
ink-lit befall mo In the hands of liies" 
carelessly-appointed, wholly unfit censors. 
Tliank goodness, tho time was soon to 
come when I was to sec that this pelty 
tyranny could not stnnd against the slight- 
est assertion of the greater power of a 
well-behaved intelligent eorresponrtent who 
knew, and meant to insist upon his rights. 
And there lies the kernel in the nut. The 
press niust send to future wars men whose 
assertion of 'intelligence and self-respect 
Is tho natural outcome of their personal 
character; who, wben they 8n.v, "I havo 
the public behind me," must be seen to 
be fit representatives of the best that the 
in:bllc comprises. 

The Daily Mall correspondent, Mr. NIs- 
sen. while with the army on the southern 
frontier of the Free State, bad to do with 
a censor who used to decline to pass news 
of anything he hnd not himself seen. 

"But I saw tbe figbt. I was there. I 
have Just come .iway," Mr. Nlssen would 
say. 

"That limy be," the censor replied, "Imt 
I did not see It; therefore It cannot go." 
That Is what I <aill a censor of rudimen- 
tary brnln. Anil there was a deal of him, 
here or there, with the army. 

I do not think there 
tinn or process for disc 
tary mentality. It cam 
too often, men wrre

Itcfin-e Lord Itnlierts came, corresiion- 
dents were not exactly regarded as "tbe 
I'ursc of modern armies," but as uecessiry 
eiils, whlcli good men bad to recognize 
but must not encourage— unless they ^vant- 
ed a "pub" or the righting of a mlstak". 
The result was that some eeusors keiit 
neither an oftlce nor efllce bimrs, and self- 
resiuvtlng, able Journalists, ranking ns ot- 
tU-v'rs by military law, were compelled to 
chase all over tbe veldt after the men who 
were nppolnteil to counsel and assist them. 
Often -when the censor was found he ex- 
pressed great annoyance at being disturbed 
fas If he fancied his mere position made 
him better or fnore important than tho cor- 
respondents). Quite ns often he said, out 
of the littleness of bis mind and the bulk 
of his power, "I'll censor nothing more 
to-day; come, to-morrow." One censor, who 
was a thorough gentleman but had not the 
faintest conception cither of his ilntles or 
the pl;ice the press can have whenever It 
Insists upon Its prerogatives, tised to say, 
the word) "go where you like and write 
thing to-day. I don't know about to-mor- 
row, ("ome to-morrow and I will let you 
know."

For in Uiese 
pages Mr. Hhudes is allowed to tell his own 
story, to plead his own cause; and It Is not 
difficult to cet up from the book without 
a Arm conviction that posterity will not 
wltbhoia the wreath oC ijlory which belongs 

'"DurTuK the last twenty years Mr. Rhodes 
has i.lave^l a conspicuous part in the gov- 
ernn'ent of South Africa, and never once 
has he shifted his ambition or faltered In 
the (llsobar-e of 1.1s duty. To read his 
speeche^i consecutively Is easily to pierce 
the secret nt his euocOES. AU his vlctorlcs- 
and thev are mnuy-have been won by a 
consistent tenacity of purpose. 

The theories which he enunciated In 1881 
lie holds to-day with a yet firmer grasp. 

he entered the Cape parliament he 
bad already dreamed his dreams /'J""' ; 
0,1 the fortune which should maUe them 
realUk- '1 believe In a United South Af- 
rica,' bo said then, and he baa repeated a 
luuuUed times, 'but as a part of the Brit- 
ish Kmplre'; and from this main • position 
no force oould dislodge him. 

But he was statesman enough to aecep 
a compromise when It was oflered and o 
work loyally with the Dutch, whom he 
imi^d one day to see his fellow citizen 
Koual rlKbts tor white men was alwajs l is 
cr!" and at the n«e of twenty-eight he dis- 
plivod a largeness of view and a steadiness 
«f policy which are th.. best guarantees of 
good government. 'I believe,' he sa <1 in 
one of his early speeches, 'that contedera - 
Cd States In a colony would each be pract - 
catly an independent republic; but I think 
we should also have the privileges of the 
tie with the Empire.' 

Well those iirlvlleges will soon belong to 
all thc'confedciHted states of South Africa, 
and 'I'ransvnal and Cape atllie are under a 
deep debt to the statesman who twenty 
roar* U'-'o saw South Africa's necessity. 
" Aiid ail tue widle President Kruger was 
working to achieve another purpose, in de- 
flauco of treaties and conventions. 'Africa 
for the IMiteli,' was his cry; a limited fran- 
chise and a high protective duty were h s 
methods. He whose holy horror of raidli 
has endeared hlni to bis friends never 
scrui)led biinselt to raid and to annex. 

As late as ISSl he laid violent hands on 
Montslola's territory, killing the natives 
and looting the cattle; and, though a supine 
government compelled him to disgorge the 
terrltorv, he did not receive the punishment 
that was ids due. And so the battle was 
fought— Krugerlsm on one hand, a free 
South Africa on tlie other, and England 
may congratulate herself that the deatU- 
kaell of Krugerlsm is already sounded. 

At t!ie outset Mr. llhodcs saw the necess- 
ity of keeping open the north route, and 
It was this necessity that made -expansion 
Imperative— the expansion" which lias al- 
ready painted an enormous tract of country 
red. Every step taken In Rhodesia was a 
step In the campaign against exclusion and 
monopolies; and hold and clever as Mr. 
Kruger has shown himself, he could not 
withstand the Imperious advance. And so 
we arrive at Mr. Bhodes's best vindication. 
In the work he accomplished and assured. 

His sense of detail bade hliu ovc-rlook no- 
thing. He multiplied Industries' In his new 
country, he planted oranges, he went to 
Constantinople that he might find the best 
breed of Angora goacs, hi' built towns, ho 
laid do^vn railways and everywhere he went 
the telegraph followed. 

Nor did he exclude anyliody from the pri- 
vilege of citizenship. All who would work 
were free to come and to vote; and It was 
ono of the bitterest grievances clierlsheil 
e.gaiiisr hliii by Messrs. Krugi>r and .lon- 
bcrt that thiMr burghers trekked over into 
his fri'o ami ploiisunt land. Such, then Is 
the hnprcssloii nf Vlndcx's book— an Im- 
pressliio of action rather than words, of 
achlevment rather than valu theory. 

But Mr. Rhodes can use his tongue as 



well Q8 his hands, and his apeechea ore all 
marked by a straight and simple elo.iaence. 
•Nobody can accuse me .of .preparing a 
speech,' he said; and ns^ un orator he Is 
honest, vigorous, cynical 'rather than pol- 
ished. Now and again he hits upon a 
phrase which stays iu the memory, but It 
is the sense ratlier than the form that he 
studies, and though his policy has always 
been to conciliate, he never allows his 
meaning to remain iu doubt. . 

At tile same time there Is Uttle anger In 
his speeches, llidlcule he llnds a more 
useful and dangerous weapon, und wa can 
easily tiuderstaad that Messrs. Hofmeyer 
anil "Sehrelm'r winced under his couteiiip- 
uiius rebuke. Throughout his career, la fact, 
he lias been a masterful, powerful pol- 
itician, loyal lo his friends, straightforward 
to his'enemius, admirable In his treatment 
ut the natives. 

Yet no one of bis time hag been more bit- 
terly hated, more carelessly maligned. He 
Is a veritable bogey' to all foreigners, who 
do not know who he Is or what he. has done. 
And it Is Impossible to consider his career 
without speculating upon What tMs hatred 
la based. One ground Is easily dl8C0vered.T- 
success ; yet success Of ItseJf Is not snffl- 
cleut. Wealth Is n;8urer cause of envy, and 
doubtless It Js Mr. Rhodes's wealth which 
has made him the most eneml^ 

It Is easy to dub a man a 'capitalist,' and 
to envoi ve htm In odlnm which the word 
implies. However,Mr, Rhodes Is rich, and 
an excellent use he~ has made of his money, 
nor was he ever ashamed of bis wealth. 

'I am called a speculator,* he once declar- 
ed. I do not deny the charge. I remember 
meeting General Gordon ccd dbcasjiug 
with him why he had not taken the room- 
ful of gold from the Emperor of China. ITi? 
asked iiu' If 1 would have taken It, arxi) my 
reply was, 'ci'rtaliily, and three more rooin- 
fills. If I coulil have got them," because it 
one has lileiis f>iie cnnuot carry them out 
unless wealth is at the back.' Thot Is 
sound sensi', and it looks like cynicism, 
liecaiise it i'.- hoiu'st.

Amonget the freight on the steamer 
Queen City from Quatsino were two 
fine epeciniens of In<lian carving wlileh 
•were brought down by J. A. Coates, of 
thi^ city, a prospector wlio returned with 
other fldvers for ores, from tliat district. 
The speciuiouti are oi: interest not alone 
for the syleudid worlimanship and rar- 
ity, but also for the story attacliod to 
them. They wll be all that la left in u 
year or two, when the last ot the tribo 
who is now over eeventy years of age, 
drops off, to mark a once powerful West 
Coast ludiau tribe, the Klnskinae, of 
Jilaskiua lulet. 

'i-'he upeeimeus are those, of uu ludiau 
and a liloochuiau, both in a sitting iius- 
turo, and ahuut the size of the Indian 
li^'iire in lite. The carving, -wliieh wan 
made hy the rather ut tlie only survivor 
of tile iviaskiiias, Tetil, is o£ the iiigiiest 
order of Indian carving. Tlie man is 
cshuwu sitting \vitli arm npraised, clasp- 
ing in iiis clenched list, the •'eiotic-hgiit- 
iiig" st.oue hliulgeon used by the tribes 
tiefore the wiiite man came. On hin 
head is a iund of low helmet witli guard 
at the bacli. The remainder of ihe body irf 
nude. The lace is a good Indian type, 
aii.l that uf tile Ulooch ia so closely 
carved iu detail that it even shows the 
liled teeth uf the women of the Klas- 
IciiiaM. The ligureci tiro of cedar. 

The .owner of them, Mr. Coates, says 
that Tetu, the last of the KlaskinuB, 
from whom he secured them, saved them 
from the inlet where they were thrown 
by the Nuwitties when that tribe ail but 
\vii)ed out the Klaskinus betAveeu fifty 
and dixty years ago. Mr. Coates became 
acquiimied with 'i'etu, who, by the way, 
iri nut unknown to Victorians— to tho 
police anyway— oil account of his contiec- 
lioa with the murder at Quittsiuo a few 
years ago, while prospectuig in the dis- 
trict where the once powerful trilje, aud 
now represented by a unit, dwelled. 

Tetu, who like his fa titer licfure him, 
is a carver, says the two cedar figures 
jur>t brought lieie, were in tile, house of 
tho eluef ot tlie Klasliiuas over a ^hun- 
ilrcd, ami perli.ips more, yearti ago. They 
Weru aeCDimted among tho best of tlie 
tribal carvnigs. Tliey renmiued iu tlio 
liouso ot liie ciiief until the massacre of 
tho Klasliinati by tlie Nawitlies. T'lie 
uuisdacre occurred between lility and 
bi:iiy yeain ago. 'Ihe >awift;cri Ues- 
ceuded '011 the KlasUuia village, located 
t,ome lour miles auove the luoutk of the 
inlet, and about twenty luiied above 
Lape Looic, and killed all of the tribe 
e.\ci.pt mice, letu and two others. 

Tue .Nawiities, Tetu says, came arouud 
from tacu- villages at Uupe Cormorell at 
iiiu nuriii i iiu 01. the islanu and landed on 
tne beacu at inu liludKiua Village m tUe 
nigiu. aiK'utiy ihey crept up und Killed 
an m their buus but tUe trio ot fugiuves 
\viio to'uK to tutf vvooins. 'X'etu says he 
was a small boy wuen tue mutssacre tooii 
plu2e. tie heard tbe screams of the 
ursi; tew vicuuia and ran uway to tae 
woods, where he remained until tUe m- 
vauers liail gone. 

Alter ravaging the village, the Invadmg 
Nawitiies took tho curvingd now owueu 
by -Mr. Coates, 111 company with other 
tribal carvings aud lUrow them into the 
inlet. There they reuiuined, covered 
witu sea-growth imtil bonie time afler- 
wardii wnen Tetu louud them ou the 
beach aud recoguiziug the cravings whicii 
adornea the houne ot the comiuercNf chiuf, 
fic saved tliein, cleaned ihum, and toucii- 
ed up the carving. They remained iu 
his posaessioa uutii secured by Mr. 
Uoatcs. 

The women of the couciuered tribe, lie 
told iir. Cuateti, were taken away u: 
prisoners by the Na-wittieti, and soon at 
tcTwardK, he learned, one oC liie kloutcU 
men had been put to death cruelly, ac- 
curding to a -Nawittie custom, when the 
>'awiitie cliief died. 'J liirt wumaa had 
tiocii made a wife ot the dead chief, and 
whsu he was buried, she was tii;d to a 
..-take 111 the village aud adowed to starv 
lu dealii. This was about Ufty years 

''°Nut long after this, the ^■awittics were 
also all but wiped out by an invading 
tribe— the Metlukatlahs, who killed the 
greater portion ot ttiem and carried awiiy 
their women. To-day of the Nawittio 
village there remains but eight houses, 
iu each of which three or four families 
live, and three single huts; while of the

Engineering has au interesting article 
dealing witli speed records on the Cale- 
douiaii railway, which are amongst llie 
linost in the world in view of tho hcavj; 

These 
records are made by the famous Duna- 
lastair typo of locomotives, of which, by 
the way, the Belgian State railways have 
ordered between 00 and 70. Thus the 
2.0 p.m. London trains on the Caledon- 
ian line are the heaviest in the United 
K ngdom, and yet the "Dumilnstair" en- 
gines have the qualtities which give very 
high speed with light loads. Throughout 
the year there ate at least two trains 
daily, timed to i-un from Stirling to Perth,

Grand Trunk Has Decreased the Time to 
Toronto and Chicago. 

From Mail and Empire. 

The Grand Trunk iu the past four years 
has scratched olf live hourti between 
Montreal and Toronto. Fifty-hve miu- 
utes of this has beeu knocked off at a 
stroke by tlie working time-table which 
went into effect on June 24. 

The llyer, wliicli is to set the pace 
faster than luis been, is styled tlio "'lu- 
ternatioiial Limited." It is KclieduJcd to 
leave .Montreal daily at 1) a.m., and 
reach Toronto at -i.'M p.m., a distant^ of 
Xi'i miles. It is to make the 877 miles 
botweeu Montreal and Gliicugo ia 23 
lioiirs and 150 minutes, au average of 
■13 2-10 miles per hour, allowing -4 min- 
utes for each stop. This is a record 
ivhich challenges comparison with any- 
thing oil tho continent iu tho way of a 
regular everyday service. The "I'enusyl- 
vania Limited," the most noted fast 
train between New York and Chicago, 
.iverages only 41 5-10 miles per hour, ex- 
clusive of stops; and the passenger unist 
pay $4 in excess of first-class fare, bc- 
sidM an estra charge for Pullman ac- 
commodation. 

Hitherto the Grand Trunk has covered 
the .Sir> niilcrt from Montreal to (Jliicago, 
via the St. Clair tunnel, iu 23 hours l;"i 
minutes. To accommodate the sectiim 
west of London the Intreriiatioual Idmit- 
ed will now go by way of Detroit, takiu 
the Detroit aud Milwaukee division t 
Durand, Midi., and there connect in 
■with the main line. Thle is 32 niih's 
longer than the tunnel route ;iiid 22 min- 
utes is lost in ferrying the Di'troit river; 
yet tlie Iiilenialional LimUcd takes only 
1,") minutes more to reach Chicago via 
Detroit than via the St. Clair.

Considering the rough element which 
has entered with tho rest of the new poii- 
ulation, remarkably good order is preserv- 
ed by the excellent 'police force of the

Tlio enormous extent and proportions 
of tlio works themselves can only be fully 
appreciated by going over tlie ground. A 
casual view while driving through them 
scarcely gives a fair imprciision of what 
is being done. It is necessary to walk 
through iu order to see tliem to advau- 
tage. At Ferry street Uie worlc whicli 
the company has alrc'ady doiie, practical- 
ly eomnionces. At the foot of die street 
is Ihe bridge across Mugger's creek, on 
tho other side of which the works aro lo- 
cated. The hridge aud street wei-e built 
ejtpressly to provide -a short and con- 
venient approach to 'the scene of opera- 
tions. The bridge is a BUbstantial struc- 
ture, over a quarter of a mile long, witli 
separate passages lor' teams' aud pedes- 
trians. Grossing this hridge one comes 
to the gates opening to the works. Here 
a guard is continual'y stationed and a 
pass is necessarj- in order to bo admitted. 
Passes are furnished all tlie business 
men of tbe town aud are given freely to 
all wiio apply, the object of the regula- 
tion bi'iug to prevent a crowd going in 
■vhicli would interfere w-ith the work and 
po.ssibly result in accident. I'assing 
through the gates, the visitor is upon the 
ground where in a short time there will 
he turned out S per cent, of tlie steel 
consumed by the wiiole world. Sliould 
the plant be increased to double the pres- 
ent proposed .size, as Mr. Whitney re- 
cently stated was in uontcro)datiou, tlie 
output would be 700,000 tons msteaa or

Much has been 'said and written about 
the boom .at Sydney (Cape Breton), luit 
it is uuifessary to actually see what has 
bi c-n and it< being clone in oriler to have 
anything like an adecjuate idea of the 
enormous proportions of tlie steel works 
aud •the great change which has taken 
phu e, almost like magto, iu the towu of 
SiVdnoy. 

-Vlt bough the works are but little more 
than half complL-ted their establishment 
lias already had the elleet of working a 
change in the iiretty, .sleepy town of a 
year ago t^uch as causes the old residents, 
wJio have known it from cbihlhood, to 
rub their eyw and wonder wlietlier tiiey 
can be dreaming. 

The old Sydney of the past has disaj)- 
P'Mired for ever. Tlie (piiet streets, the 
small shops where llu^ proprietors or 
clerks «at upon counters, barreh^ or pack- 
ing boxes and dilated upon polities, relig- 
ion and oilier large qui^tstioiis of tJio day 
or the smaller topics of a more local na- 
ture to groups of loungers; the grass 
patches here and there in tho principal 
thoroughfares; the green fields and 
woodev and the suioll, old-fashioned 
buildings have gone or are quickly pass- 
ing away. , In their stead are large, hand- 
some stores with plate glass fronts, iu 
which iiHiubers of clerks an.' busy from 
inorning until night, grasd patches have 
disappeared from the streets, where the 
fields and woods were in and about the 
town, streets are being made aud liJmost 
iununieriildo buildings erected. Small, 
old-fashioned buildings aro being toru 
down to give place to larger ones or are 
being enlarged and modernized. Ia one 
or two cases they have been lifted bodily 
into tlio liir and stories built underneath. 

The streets arc fpiiet and comparative- 
ly deserted no longer, and it is in this 
respect that the change is most notice- 
able. All day hundreds of teams of cf^'ery 
dtt^criptiou are passing and repassing 
along the istrects, while along the side- ; 
walks people aro continually liurryiiig. j

witnessed on tJie streets of a large city. ' 
Past the brilliantly lighted stores throngs 
aro continually passing along tho side- 
walks, people freqyentiy elbowing each 
other for ■want of «>iffloient room, to move ,
